“Any serious weakening or the 
Trade Agreements Act at this 
critical period in world affairs” 
he declared, “would almost cer- 
tainly be regarded by other coun- 
tries not only as a surrender of 
our lendotahip in the international 
economic field but also a repudi- 
ation of much that has been ac- 
complished by our leadership in 
that field.” 

“Effective Instrument.” 

The trade program, Marshall 

Said, is a “well tried, useful and 


effective instrument by which we 


can develop economic ties with 
nations that believe as we do 
and want the same kind of world 
as we do.”

Eating the cake was an event 
in her life because it was almost 
the first solid food she has taken 
since she swallowed lye in the 
summer of 1946.

That display will be 
from July 12 through Aug. 1—a 
week period—at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago. 


East Said to Be Favored. 

“This is the only place where 
the greatest available number of 
the paintings will be shown in 
the Middle West,” Rathbone said. 
“Residents of eastern cities — 
Washington, Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia—have the bene- 
fit of a full 15-week period to see 


P. the 150 pictures.” 


His statement follows: 

“I believe a gross injustice was 
done to St. Louis and to the Mid- 
dle West, in general, at the Ger- 
man painting committee meeting 
at the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington last Thursday. 


Cites Midwesterners’ Work. 


“I had worked on the problem 
in Washington for a week, and 
personally went before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to tes- 
tify in favor of retaining the 
paintings in this country for a 
general tour. Moreover, the Con- 
gressional move to accomplish 
this same end was initiated by 
Representative Claude I. Bake- 
well of St. Louis and United States 
Senator J. William Fulbright of 
Arkansas, 

“No other museum was repre- 
sented at the hearing of the 
Armed Services Committee, except 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York and the St. Louis 
City Art Museum, which alone 
recommended a tour of the entire 
country. 

“In view of that background, I 
cannot but feel that this region 
was taken advantage of. 

“The obvious interests of the 
three-man committee (composed 
of directora of the museums in 
Boston, Chicago and New York) 
is reflected in the tour, which 
provides that the exhibition be 
shown in those cities first. 


Limited Time for Full Show. 


“A study of the tour plan, ap- 
proved by the Army, revealed that 
the largest available exhibit of pic- 
tures, including the five-week 
showing in Washington, gives the 
Eastern Seaboard from Washing- 
ton to Boston a full 15-week exhi- 
bition; the Middle West gets the 
largest available showing (150 pic- 
tures) for three weeks, namely at 
Chicago. 

“St. Louis is the southernmost 
point the exhibit will visit, bring-

FRANKFURT, Germany, May 6 
(AP)—German trade union lead- 
ers tried today to get 70,000 work- 
men striking in protest against 
food shortages to return to their 
jobs. They also sought to keep 
the food strikes from spreading 
throughout lower Saxony in the 
British occupation zone. Such a 
walkout would affect some 600,000 
workmen.

Lower Estate Taxes for Married Persons 
Under the 1948 Tax Law 


right either to withdraw the principal during his 
or her life or to dispose of the principal at death 
by his or her will. 

If a married man takes advantage of the marital 
deduction the result is to cut his estate in half for tax 
purposes and to make that half of his estate taxable 
upon the death of his wife. It permits husband and 
wife to obtain the advantage of the érdinary $60,000 
estate tax exemption twice. For example, assume that 
the husband’s ‘estate amounts to $120,000 and that he 
leaves all of it in trust for his wife and give her a 
power of appointment to dispose of half the estate by 
her will. This would reduce his estate from $120,000 
to $60,000 for estate tax purposes. Since the first 
$60,000 of an estate is exempt from the Federal estate 
tax, there would be no tax due at his death. If he were 
not to take advantage of the marital deduction, the 
tax on his $120,000 estate would be $9,500. The 
$60,000 left in trust subject to his wife's power to dis- 
pose of it by her will, would be included in her estate 
for tax purposes. But if she has no other estate there 
would be no tax since the first $60,000 of an estate is 
exempt. The other $60,000 of the husband's estate 
will not, be taxable on the death of his wife because 
she is given no power of appointment to dispose of 
that half of the trust principal.

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Oil as a Peacemaker 


ou, which.so often has been cast in the inter- 
national villain’s role on the Palestinian stage, 
may yet step forth as the peacemaker. Certainly, 


it seems to have at least as good a chance as the 


12-nation UN group which has been instructed 


to work out a provisional government for the 


Holy Land. Indeed, this group may enlist oil as 
its strongest ally. : 

This may be taking a deterministic view of 
current history, but there is no gainsaying that 
even the most backward sections of the Mediter- 
ranean basin have become heavily dependent on 
oil. And most of their oil has been coming from 
the British-owned refinery in Haifa. Because of 
the Jewish-Arab strife, this was closed for a 


second time on April 13, and it is not likely to 


de re-opened so long as there is fighting in 
Palestine. 
Although there are small refineries in Leba- 
non and Egypt, the Haifa plant has been process- 
ing most of the 100,000-barrels-a-day production 


of the Iraq fields with which it is connected by 
- pipe-line. According to the London Economist, 


its output in 1947 was about 4,000,000 tons. Ac- 
cording to the British Economic Survey for 1948, 
this is 25 per cent of Britain’s consumption of 
oil in all its forms. 5 

But instead of going to England, more than 
one-half of the Haifa production was used in the 
Middle East last year. Palestine itself used al- 
most 700,000 tons. Egypt took 800,000. Another 
1,400,000 went to Turkey, Syria and Cyprus. Of 
the balance, American dollars bought 900,000 
tons for Greece. About 225,000 tons went to 
North Africa. And some 500,000 tons were taken 
by oil-burning ships putting into Haifa’s harbor. 

Even more significant than these figures is 
the fact that Haifa has been the only source of 
oil for the Arab countries mentioned. With oil 
in more or less short supply everywhere, no al- 
ternative sources are open to them. So they are 
bound to feel the consequences of the shut-down 
in short order. Certainly, it will not leave them 
with much fuel for anything like modern war-, 
fare. And it will also reduce the treasuries of 
the Arab rulers whose lush incomes stem chiefly 
from the sale of oil. 

Of course, this is not the only impact of oil 
on the problem of Palestine. An international

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A Schedule That Needs Revision 


The large area which the St. Louis Art Mu- 
seum serves, including the region to the south 
and west Which has no museum with comparable 
exhibition facilities, deserves fairer treatment 
than it would receive under the schedule an- 
nounced for the tour of the German-owned art 
masterpieces now in this country. The schedule 
is heavily weighted in favor of the eastern 
museums, despite the fact that these visiting art 
works have already been seen by nearly a mil- 
lion people in Washington over a 40-day period. 

What is wrong is evident on checking the 
schedule. It would send the exhibition from 
Washington to the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York for four weeks. Then the collection would 
go in turn to Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Minneapolis, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, St. Louis, Pittsburgh and Toledo. 

The first and most important objection is that 
this would bring the exhgbition to St. Louis in 
the dead of winter (Jan. 25-Feb. 12). That is a 
time when it is difficult for distant patrons of 
the St. Louis museum to make the trip here 
from Arkansas, Oklahoma, Kansas or other 
states which the City Art Museum serves. The 
season in which the St. Louis museum is of 
greatest service to the surrounding area is July- 
August. Museums in larger cities, such as New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago, can draw on 
their. immediate population regardless of the 
season or weather. 

A second consideration is the fact that the 

exhibition, already reduced from 202 items to 
150, will be further cut by some 50 items after 
the Boston showing, as now scheduled, It would 
seem only reasonable that if a collection of 150 
is to be brought out as far as Chicago, it be ex- 
hibited in St. Louis and this region before it is 
headed back to Boston. Indeed, the return to 
Boston after the Chicago showing and before the 
trip to the Pacific coast means an additional 
2000 miles of hauling and therefore a substan- 
tial increase in the risk in taking the pictures on 
tour. 
Two art museums were represented at the 
congressional hearings on the proposal to take 
the paintings on tour. One was the St. Louis 
museum, represented by Perry T. Rathbone, its 
director. . The other was the Metropolitan. Di- 
rector Rathbone made the case for a national 
tour.

Ground is to be broken to rebuild the Roscoe B. 


Jackson Memorial Laboratory, destroyed in the 
great fire last year. The ceremony, to be par- 
ticipated in by the nation’s foremost cancer au- 
thorities, will bring hope and encouragement to 
researchers in laboratories throughout the world. 

For upon the Jackson laboratory, ably con- 
ducted by Dr. Clarence C. Little and his staff, 
the work of other researchers has depended. It 
is a kind of focal point in the increasing deter- 
mination of scientists to find the riddle of a 
human scourge. It specialized in inbred strains 
of mice, and it raised them by the hundreds of 
thousands, recorded their reactions, and made 
them available to other iIeBoratories. Such 
strains of mice are not only the principal means 
of research in cancer, but in other dread dis- 
eases. 

While Dr. Little is courageously going ahead to 
rebuild his institution, it cannot be completed 
until more funds are available. The laboratory 
has never before been compelled to make a pub- 
lic appeal for funds, but in this emergency it 
needs a million and a half dollars. It is urgent 
that the money be forthcoming. 

Cancer, as we pointed out recently, claims a 
victim every three minutes and, except for early 
surgery, little can be done about it. It is one 
of the most treacherous of all diseases and seem- 
ingly no one is immune from its attack, In re- 
cent years, as more and more people are stricken 
both public and private contributions for re- 
search are mounting. From $700,000 in 1938, 
the Federal Government in 1947 appropriated 
$14,000,000 to the National Cancer Institute. The 
American Cancer Society, a private institution, 
spent only $10,000 in 1913, but increased this 
sum to $12,000,000 in 1947. 

In view of the disastrous impatt of cancer on 
the human race, these are small sums. What 
science can do when it is amply supplied with 
funds was classically shown during the war in 
its solution of the riddles of atomic fission. . It 
is to be hoped that the financial response to 
the ceremony at Bar Harbor today will make it 
possible for the Jackson laboratory to carry on.

The Stretch-Out Gamt 


Other schools—scores of them—have been 
set up to teach veterans horseback riding, 
chicken sexing and flower arranging. 


In still other institutions that have been 
training veterans for recognized occupa- 
tions—as bartenders, for example—there is 
clear evidence that courses have been 
stretched out, in many instances, from a 
reasonable few weeks to as much as seven 
full months. By so doing they have been 
able to extract from the Treasury the 
maximum possible amount of tuition, 4s 
much as $500 per student instead of the 
$100 or $150 the instruction may be worth. 


The extent of these operations would 
shock the country if fully exposed. In- 
vestigation by the subcommittee on educa- 
tion of the House Committee on Veterans’ 
Affairs, of which I am chairman, brought 
to light only a fraction of the picture. 

But even these explorations more than 
justify an estimate that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is spending close to half a billion 
dollars a year supporting schools that 
fall far short of serving, as benefactors 
of the veteran.

Some States Are Lax 


The power of the Veterans Administra- 
tion to maintain forcibly anything like a 
decent standard among the thousands of 
schools offering training to veterans is 
extremely limited. Schools of every sort— 
or anything that wanted to call itself a 
school—could enroll veterans and collect 
money from VA if they could be approved 
by a state approving authority. 

To explain fully this situation, I must 
go back to the writing of the G.I. bill in 
1944. Some members of the House Vet- 
erans’ Affairs Committee thought that 
they ought to allow the Veterans Admin- 
istration to supervise closely every single 
school proposing to serve the veteran. The 
majority of the committee, though, be- 
lieved this would be an almost impossible 
task, at least for the Veterans Administra- 
tion as it was then constituted. : 

So the act, as finally passed, provided 
that in each state an approving authority, 
usually the commissioner of education or 


board of education, would be given the. 


task of judging the legitimacy of each 
veterans’ training school and of supervising 
its course of instruction. 

Many schools operating under the present 
law are beyond reproach, It is not these 
with which our subcommittee is ‘concerned, 
and our faith has been justified in many 
states. Unfortunately, however, a mass 
of evidence has forced our subcommittee 
to the conclusion that Many a state ap- 


proving authority has failed in its trust. 


We found that the number of schools 
for teaching flying have jumped from the 
few hundred that existed at the end of 
the war to nearly 4000. Many are legiti- 
mate, well run and give both the Veteran 
and the Government a full and fair break. 

What can be said in favor of the flying 
school in Mobile, Ala., which is being in- 
vestigated by the FBI for allegedly billing 
the Government for flight training it never 


gave veteran-students it had enrolled? 


Higher Tuition for Veterans 


What can be said for flight schools that 
charge one rate, a high one, for veteran 
students and another rate, much lower, 
for giving the same instruction to men 
who never bore arms for their country? 

Who can seriously pretend it is proper 
for the Government to pay out money to 
schools that permit veterans to apply the 
cost of training they never take against 
the purchase price of a private plane, or 
use the kickback technique, splitting with 
the veteran who isn’t attending classes? 

We have recommended to Congress bills 
to amend the present law, to spell out 
for state approving authorities, a definition 


of the kind of education originally con- 


templated by Congress, ~ 


We tell the states that “a school, other 
than an elementary or secondary school 
or institution of higher learning, shall not 
be deemed qualified and equipped to fur- 
nish education or training to veterans un- 
less the/ courses offered by such a school 
are of a character leading to an employ- 
ment objective and are adequate for that 
purpose.” 

As long as the state approving authori- 
ties are diligent in applying this simple 
formula the Veterans Administration will 
not step into the picture, except to meet 
the bills. But at the first hint of scandal, 
at the first complaint, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration will have the right—it will be 
its duty—to investigate. 


After proper investigation, the Veterans 


Administrator will have the power to dis- 
approve such schools and to strike them 
from the rolls. 

A second measure (H. R. 6079, which I 
have introduced) would give the Veterans 
Administration the right to file a complaint 
whenever it finds reason to believe that 
a school is not giving education or train- 
ing commensurate with the tuition it 
charges. The state approving agency would 
then hold a public hearing at which both 
complaint and defense could be fully aired. 
The final decision would remain with the 
state—to withdraw approval if the charges 
were justified, to exonerate the school, or 
to reapprove it under a new tuition sched- 
ule or a new setup of courses. 

I think such amendments would go a 
long way toward eliminating boondoggling 
at the expense of the veteran.

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
The National Conference on Fam- 
ily Life heard a plea today not 
to fight divorce but to improve it. 
That re endation came from 
the American Bar Association, 

Judge Paul W. Alexander, To- 
ledo domestic relations and juve- 
nile delinquency expert, presented 
the bar group’s report to the con- 
ference, Which is considering the 
many complex factors affecting 
American home life.

The Federal Power Commission 
nas authorized the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. to curtall nat- 
ural gas deliveries until May 1. 
1949, because of its inability to 
construct additional transmission 


facilities at this time, it was an- 
nounced today in Washington. 

The company, which obtains nat- 
Aral gas from the Loulsiana gas 
fields and supplies industrial cus- 
tomers and utilities in Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Missouri, including 
Laclede Gas Light Co. here, filed 
the new schedules last month. 

The first step of the emergency 
rules permits the company to cur- 
tail all deliveries to interruptible 
customers, These are customers 
who may be shut off on short no- 
tice during peak-demand days. 

The second step authorizes a 
curtailment of approximately 25 
per cent of its deliveries to “firm” 
industrial customers, both of the 
company and of the distributing 
utility companies. 

The third step permits the com- 
pany to deliver specific minimum 
quantities to its utility customers 
for domestic and commercial uses. 


This includes present space heat- 


ing customers. 

The minimum quantities allotted 
to Laclede and the five other 
‘utilities will aggregate about 6 
per cent more than the allotment 
under last year’s emergency rules,

At 69, Hes Still Filling a 


Edward Steichen Heads the Department of Photography 


for Museum of Modern: Art Was in Command of All 
Navy Combat Photography During War—His Career

NEW YORK, May 6. 

EN years ago, 
Steichen, the man who is said 

to have influenced photography 
more than any other American, 
closed up shop. He announced 
that he had dipped his hand in his 
last tub of hypo and was giving 


himself up to the raising of del- 


phinium on his Connecticut farm. 

Then came the war and like an 
old firehorse smelling smoke, 
Steichen, although in his sixties, 
began straining at the traces. In 
fact he strained himself into a 
Captain’s commission and com- 
mand of all Navy Combat Photog- 
raphy, Refusing to let the fact 
that he had white hair tie him 
to a desk in Washington, he took 
his camera to the Pacific and was 
aboard the Lexington when she 
was torpedoed while under the 
longest sustained air attack of the 
Navy's Pacific war. 

“I shall never cease to wonder 
at the courage of Vice Admiral 
A. W. Radford and Artemus Gates, 
then Assistant Secretary of Navy 
for Air, for taking an old man 
like me into the Navy,” says 
Steichen, who at 68 returned not 
to civilian retirement but to a new 
post as Director of the Depart- 
ment of Photography for New 
York's Museum of Modern Art, 

The leisure that Steichen prom- 
ised himself 10 years ago seems to 
have been forgotten. The Museum 
of Modern Art is now showing a 
photography exhibit which he as- 
sembled called “In and Out of 
Focus.” For this exhibit, Steichen 
selected more than 250 pictures by 
more than 60 photographers. 
Scheduled to run through July 11, 
the show fills all of the exhibition 
space on the main floor of the 
Museum and overflows into the 
lobby. It. includes the works of 
many well-known names in pho- 
tography and also presents a large 
number of newer photographers. 

Says Steichen of this display of 
photography: “It presents for the 
first time an over-all look at a 
collection covering much of the 
language in today’s photography. 
Since assuming charge of the 
Museum's Department of Photog- 
raphy last July, I had felt the 
need of an opportunity to see and 
study an exhibition as this and I 
hope photographers, editors, art 
directors, publishers and the pub- 
lic may find it as informative and 
inspiring as I do. There is evi- 
dence here of the rich fulfillment 
of experience among recognized 
photographers, and there is heart- 
ening encouragement in the 
the potentialities, 
the experiments and the aspira- 


tlons of the newer and younger 


exhibitors.” 

Working with all the zest of a 
man much younger than his 469 
years, Steichen is planning an even 
larger exhibition to follow “In and

photographer for the Conde Nast 
Publications. No issue of Vanity 
Faif or Vogue was complete with- 
out a portrait made by Steichen. 
Then the acknowledged master of 
the art of camera manipulation 
turned to war. Photographs in 
his book “The Blue Ghost” pictur- 
ing life aboard the “Lexington” 
are far removed from the world 
in which he once lived photo- 
graphing the bedroom of Mrs. 
Morgan Belmont, doing portraits 
of the socially prominent and 
theatrically famous. 
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N “The Blue Ghost” Steichen 

toils with words and 109 photo- 

graphs of his own experiences 
aboard the tamous Lexington, 
called “The Blue Ghost” by the 
Japs, who whenever they claimed 
they had sent her down, found her 
cruising in their own backyard, 
There are pictures that capture 
the tense atmosphere of the brief- 
ing, room .where the pilots await 
their orders to man their planes; 
pictures that catch the swift ac- 
tion of “flight stations” when the 
carrier swings into the wind to 
launch her planes; and pictures 
that hold the drama of battle and 
burial at sea. There are also pic- 
tures that tell of the lull and ex- 
haustion which follow battle, oth- 
ers taken on the long cruise back 
to harbor to heal the wounds of 
The Lady Lex and still others 
showing the setting of her 
wounded ashore. There is also 
a memorable picture of Captain 
Edward Steichen, photographed 
from the catwalk above the Lex- 
ington's flight deck showing him 
with camera in hand photograph- 
ing a Jap plane falling in flames 
after firing a torpedo at the Lex- 
ington. 

It has been said that Edward 
Steichen “has been influencing 
photography since he strode into 
the field as a boy.” As a young- 
ster in Hancock, Michigan, he 
earned the money for his first 
camera by selling produce from 


his father’s garden. At 15 he was 
serving an apprenticeship with a 
Milwaukee lithographing company 
and making spending money by 
taking pictures at brewers’ picnics 
and twiner societies’ banquets, His 
apprenticeship completed, he was 
promoted to the job of designing 
posters for the lithographing com- 
pany. But he was still more in- 
terested in photography than post- 
er designing. He tried joggling his 
camera while making an exposure 
and spitting on the lens so prints 


,would come out blurry, and fooled 


the experts into regarding his 
work as “arty.” But Steichen was 
not satisfied. 

n 1939 a few of his prints were 

ccepted and hung by the Chicago 

Art Institute and letters came 
om two accomplishe 
raphers, Alfred Stieglitz and 
Clarence H. White, urging him to 
go on with his work. With this 
encouragement Steichen sailed for 
Europe. In Europe he studied, 
painted, and was always broke. 
But he photographed such men as 
Rodin, Shaw and Maeterlinck, and 
satisfied himself in his own mind 
that photography and not paint- 
ing was his life work. 

Back in New York Steichen 
struggled along for six years and 
then in 1908 the tide turned. The 
Century, a magazine of import- 
ance then, devoted its leading ar- 
ticle to Steichen, “a master pho- 
tographer.” He began getting $50, 
then $100, and finally $500 for the 
reproduction rights of his photo- 
graphs of such men as Theodore 
Roosevelt and William Howard 
Taft. He made a portrait of J, 
Pierpont Morgan, which led to an 
argument with the great financier 
and Steichen’s stubborn refusal 
for three years to fulfill Morgan’s 
order for the picture. He photo- 
graphed Eleanora Duse and had 
reached the point where art crit- 
ics were asking “Is photography 
an art?” and answering their own 
question by saying: “Yes, if it is 
Steichen, it is art.” 

But Steichen was still not gatis- 
fied, And so he once more sailed 
for Europe and in the little vil- 
lage of Voulangis, 30 miles from 
Paris, turned again to painting 
and as another phase of his life 
took up plant breeding, He devel- 
oped now types and colors of 
petunia and the perennial del- 
phinium, of begonias and rambler 
roses and iris. He received a gold 
medal from the National Horti- 
cultural Society of France. When 
World War I broke out in 1914, 
German cavalry scouts rode over 
his poppies and his delphinium. 
French and British soldiers 
pitched their tents in his iris and 
begonia beds, And so Steichen 
gave up and returned with his fam- 
ily to New York, where he painted 
and did photographic work with 
a chilled heart until the United 
States entered the war and he 
was sent to France with the first 
group of the American air corps 
as a technical adviser in the or- 
ganization of the aerial photo- 
graphic service. : 

During the second battle of the 
Marne, General William Mitchell 
recognized Steichen’s ability and 
placed him in command of all the 


photog-

photographic ‘operations in the 
American sector of the front. 
Steichen recalls that General

HEN the war was over Stei- 


chen was a Colonel, had a Le- 
gion of Honor ribbon and the 


conviction that he wanted a year 


to do nothing but experiment in 
photography. And so for one year 


he experimented, He photographed 


a whitecup and saucer 1900 times, 
he says, to get the maximum 
amount of realism. He experi- 
mented with the mathematical 
controls of his medium and tried 


to learn all he could of what he 


calls “that charlatan, light.” 


After his year of intense experi- 
mentation Steichen returned to 
New York and soon became photo- 


graphic editor of Vanity Fair and 
Vogue.

He photographed actors, 
playwrights, authors, 


dancers, vaudevillians, prize fight- 


ers, and creative artists. He was 


also doing advertising photogra- 
phy for as much as $1000 a photo- 


graph designed to sell toothpaste, 


mattresses, dress goods, cigarette 
lighters and hand lotion.

However, this little hex does 
not prevent us from saying that 
you'll make your gardoning easier 
if you keep some of the ‘tools 
more or less sharp. 

The cutting edge of a hoe 
should be sharp—not razor edge 
but sharp enough to slice through 
soil and a few small roots, You 
can use a metal file to trim down 
the outside edge of the blade until 
it has about a 30 to 40 degree 
angle. A garden spade should be 
sharpened in about the same way 
only here the edge is formed on 
the inside of the blade, 

Pruning shears will require an 
oil stone for proper sharpening. 
Only the cutting blade will need 
attention and this should be done 
by holding the bevel of the blade 


against the ollstone and working 
it back and forth until a wire 
burr forms along the edge. Turn 
the blade over so that the flat 
side is on the stone and work it 
around until the burr disappears. 

Spray guns don’t need to be 
sharpened but they should be 
taken apart and given a good 
cleaning. Use soap and water for 
this job and maybe a piece of 
thin wire to clean out the open- 
ings in the spray attachment. If 
the washer inside the cylinder is 
in poor condition it should be re- 
placed but if just a little dry it 
can be restored with a few drops 
of oil.
